THE AXJJEJLA.TI01V OF 
IDAHO, 


The Eureka Sentinel says Ibo people 


of Idaho are anxious to avail themselves 
of the advantages of a State Government. 
This is not to be wondered at. Itis the 
rale with the inhabitants of all the Ter- 
ritories in this country. The American 
people do not take kindly to the ap- 
pointive system; they wont a vote and a 
voice in the selection of the oQlcera who 
are to govern them. 


Idaho has no doubt felt that her 


chances of rising to the dignity of State- 
hood are not the brightest iu the world, 
in view of her sparse population and 
limited resources, the latter being un- 
equal to tbe support of a large, perma- 
nent population, such as every sover- 
eign State should possess. Not that 
she has not many valuable resources in 
the nature of mineral \vealth, but these 
are lacking in the eletueut of permanency 
so necessary, in thorn mil of the prudent 
legislator, to tho founding of a State of 
equal power and importance with the 
rest of the great family of States. 
Tho 


example afforded in the admission of 
Nevada will always operate to keep out 
any other Territory, whose future is 
based mainly on the bullion which its 
mines live capable of producing, until it 
can make such a showing in permanent 
homes and fixed inhabitants as will put 
possible contingencies entirely out of 
the question. Idaho, standing alone, 
can hardly hope for admission into the 
Union for many, many years to come 
Realizing this fact some of her leading 
citizens are agitating tha feasibility of 
dismembering the Territory altogether 
by annexation to some one of iho sur- 
rounding States or Territories. 
There 


seems to bo a crowd of them willing to 
" catch on " in any direction, so they 
get on. For a lime they seemed desir- 
ous of bunking with Nevada, but now 
•we are told that at a recent council of war, 
they determined to mulo an effort to 
slide in with Montana. This indecision 
•—tbJs transfer of affection from a fnlly- 
equipped State to an ambitious Terri- 
tory with mere aspirations for Statehood 
—looks bad for the whole annexation 
scheme. 
With too many plans none 


tmccoed usually. 


We would like to see one greut min- 


ing State in the greut American basic, 
and to that end we have been willing to 
swallow up as many of our neighbors as 
could be induced to come in. The re- 
gion in which these political communi- 
ties exist can never support a dense 
population, like most of the older States 
of the Union. Oar interests are practi- 
cally identical, and the sumo local laws 
would be applicable and acceptable to 
all. There is no valid reason to be as- 
signed why we should not construct a 
State here that would eclipse Texas in 
territorial area. It is the thing that 
should be done, whether it is ever ac- 
complished or not. 
But we do not look 


for anything of tha kind in the imme- 
diate future. 
Senator Stewart may pos- 


sibly succeed in passing through the 
Senate his proposed bill, annexing 
Southern Idaho to Nevada, but that is 
as far as the measure will get. It will 
require a good deal of hard lifting to 
work it through the House. 


The San Francisco Chronicle in speak- 


ing of the school system in California 
says: Oregon, Nevada and Washington 
are following in our footsteps. They 
have, like California, adopted the com- 
mon-school system iu its entirety, and 
year by year ore increasing the value 
and efficiency of their schools nnd col- 
leges. They, like ourselves, realize the 
fact that we have outgrown the primitive 
days when an education, like a white 
shirt or polished boots, was rather de- 
rogatory-to a man—as smacking of the 
ornamental rather than the useful, and 
as unfitted for rough every day life. We 
have all learned that education of the 
right kind does not unfit a man for 
•work, but rather aids him to toil uncler- 
stnndingly. We have all come to believe 
that the salvation of the country lies in 
the increased intelligence and training 
of the people of the country, and that 
every educational institution which ia 
rightly begun and properly carried on 
is a distinct gain to the nation and an 
Additional pledge of future happiness 
and prosperity.

An Innocent Man Now Confined at 


Han Qnentin. 


SEATTLE, (W. T.), 'September 6.— A 


remarkable chapter to the annals ol 
crime was developed during the trial of 
"Kid" White yesterday in the District 
Court in this city. About five months 
ago James Smith, whose true name is 
Blaokubee, and who will herein be BO 
designated, and Charles White, who has 
well-to-do relatives in or near Stockton, 
Cal., met in Stockton and formed an ac- 
quaintance which bore fruit only in Se- 
attle. Blaokabee, while ho was in Cali- 
fornia had a "pal" 
named Martin. 


They assaulted and 
robbed a man 


named Kalsir, or Sounders, near Stock- 


ton, 
and so cruelly beat him that he is 


cow crazy from his injuries, and it is 
said will soon die. Martin was captured, 
tried, convicted and is now serving a 
seven-years' sentence in Ibo peniten- 
tiary. 


Blackabee fled into Oregon' and from 


there to Seattle. The officers in pursuit 
of him wore familiar with bia appear- 
ance, and thoy ran across a gambler 
named McDonald, who so resembled 
Blackabee that they arrested him as be- 
ing Blacknbec, charged him with Blnok- 
abee's crime and convicted him in 
Stockton. The officers, who have now 
located the real Blackabee, say positive- 
ly that the latter contributed a large 
sum of money in order that the innocent 
McDonald should be defeated in his ef- 
forts to prove an alibi. He succeeded) 
i>9 already stated, and tho innocent Mc- 
Donald is now nerving a sentence in the 
California Penitentiary. 


When Blackabee came to Seattle, he 


met White, who had also come here from 
California, and Joseph Dunn fell in 
with them, uncl after burglarizing the 
store of Lewman & Hanford delivered 
the booty to Blackabee and White. 
Dunn has already been convicted and 
White and, Blaokabee were jointly 
charged with receiving stolen property. 
Blackabee turned State's evidence and 
charges of receiving stolen goods and 
also of conducting a swindling game 
were withdrawn and he was discharged 
as to them. 


Chief of Police Murr/hy has been di- 


rected to take him to Stockton, Cat., at 
the conclusion of bis present trial, so 
hat justice may be done to the man 
McDonald, now being punished for a 
crime he never committed. The strain 
on Blaakabee's mind is terrible. lie is 
so conscienoe-stiicken that during Mon- 
day night last he aroused the inmates of 
the 'jail by leaping from his bed and 
shrieking "Murder!" nnd "Fire!" under 
the hallucination that a mob was trying 
to get him. Yesterday morning he of- 
fered two different persons $100 if they 
would protect him from being mobbed. 
The officers of the jail say he is almost 
mad with remorse and his sleep broken 
by horrible dreams, from which ho 
awakes with shrieks of agony aad de- 
spair. _

INBIANS 
AKO USED. 


Fears or an Outbreak in llie North- 


west Territory. 


BtrrrB, (M. T.), September 6.—A 


special to the Miner from Calgary, N. 
W. T., says: Trouble is feared among 
the Bluckfeet Indians. 
About ten days 


ago an ludian was shot by a white sol- 
dier for some trifling cause and ser- 
iously huit. His tribe were much in- 
censed, and at one time it was thought 
they would attack the assailant. After 
a few days the wounded ludian died, 
and the news was sent through all the 
tribes. " 


Simultaneously another Indian named 


Deerfoot escaped from jail here and 
reached the reservation. The police 
demanded his return, but the young 
braves refused to .divulge his hiding- 
place; 
consequently to-uiorrow two 


large detachments of mounted police 
under Colonel Herchmer will proceed 
to the reservation from here and Fort 
McLeod and effect Deerfoot's capture. 
Another force has been detached from 
Begina as a reserve. 


With the present excited stale of feel- 


ing among the Indians, serious trouble 
is feared, nnd residents of Calgary feel 
moat lively alarm. The Blackfeet arc 
the most powerful Indians ia the North- 
west, and would be a terrible foe if they 
went on the war pn ill. Tbeie ia alao no 
doubt that if they break out, other tribes 
— notably the Crees—will follow them 
on the warpath.
